Navy Department Orders AM 
Closed Except Those Used. 
by the Government. 














MRS. REISINGER EXPLAINS 


Servant’s Amateur Apparatus 
on Her Roof Removed by Her 
Order 15 Months Ago. 


Acting under instructions from. the 

‘avy Department at Washington, the 
Unies yesterday began dismantling all 
sets of wireless apparatus in this city 
with the exception of those used by the 
Government~ or under the direct ‘guper- 
vision of United States officiais:

issued 8 statement: |- ; a 

dew peless stories . opine in 
this, morning's, papers. are_pure tabrica- 
tions and absolutely untrue: There is no 
witelébs or atiy thatritment of this kina 
on my. house or on any building in 
which I am in any way interested. 

* Upward of a year ago I-had in my 


employ a second man sent to ‘me by 
the same agency from which I have 
been securing my servants for over 
twenty years. This man, I was in- 
formed, was, while in my employ,  at- 
tending the wireless school of the Young 


sixth Street .to. improve his station. 
Unknewn to me, he installed a small 
wireless apparatus’ on the roof of my 
house, such as hundreds of young boys 
have for practice." As soon as I dis- 
covered this apparatus, I ‘prohibited 
him from using it, and ordered jt re- 
moved from my. roof. This all oc- 
curred ‘over fifteen. months ago, and 
about eleven months ago this man left 
my employ, and I have not heard from 
him: since. 

‘The assertion that Iwas in any way 
implicated in receiving wireless mes- 
sages of any sort, either for German 

officials or for any one else, is sheer 
ponsense or willful misrepresentation.”’ 
Harry Sadenwater, a radio instructor 
at the East Side Y. M. C. A., said last 
night that Alexander ‘Kagan, the man 
referred to, had been in his classes two 
‘and ‘a half years .ago, studying the 
Summer while the Reisinger family were 
out. of New York. He said Kagan had 
gained only an elementary knowledge 
of: wireless instruments when he gave 
up the course. 

Adetachment of regulars was sent 
posthaste yésterday afternoon to Hol- 
lis, in the southern part of Queens, 
after the receipt of a message at De- 
tective Headquarters from some one at 
the Hollis Field Club that a wireless 
apparatus. was being operated in a mys- 

terious manner in a field adjoining the 
ro property. 

At Detective Headquarters it was said 
later that the understanding was that 
the'plant had been confiscated,’ but no 
further infotmation wouid be given out. 
There are more: than fifty wireless 
plants in Queens maintained for the’ 
most part-by amateurs.  . P

COPENHAGEN, :.April 8, (via Lon- 
don.)—The German Emperor’s commit- 
ment to the reform of the, Prussian 
franchise contained in the rescript to 
the Imperia) Chancellor, Dr. von Beth- 
mann Hollweg, is in effect an attempt 
to stem the tide of public opinion de- 
manding the immediate introduction of 
a reform bill. The Emperor, through 
his rescript, pledges the authority of 


the thtone to some project of reform, 
thus meeting the objections: of the re- 
form element to von Bethmann’s policy

(The last paragraph of the Emperor's 
rescript reads: 

When -millione of our fellow-countrymen

The imperia} rescript is noteworthy 
for the cbsencte of two of the four 
adjectives th the classie formula for 
electoral reform—‘“ universal, equal, se- 
cret, direct ballot ’’—the Emperor com- 
mitting himself only to the abolition .of 
the three-class franchise and the sub- 
stitution of a’ direct, secret ballot. -. The 
omission of the word ‘‘ universal’’ is 
not éspecially significant, as general 
manhood suffrage already prevails and 
votes for women are not at present un 


issue. 

But the . avoidance of the word 
“equal ’’ is considered a concessioh to 
the conservative Bo esure and would 
seem to indicate that von Bethmann’s 
project, which. has found the ppator: 5 
approval, is. along lines which some of 
the Conservatives have Sieeee would 
be acceptable, namely, for the diluted 
suffrage in which extra votes would: be 
given for property, educational, . and 
public service and for other special 
qualifications. The property interests 
by these additional votes, run as 
high as five, would be able to save 
something ot the power whereby ‘the 
junkers dominated. the Prussian "Diet.

NO CHANGE IN CONDITIONS 


Federation Urges a Defense 
Council to Safeguard In- 
terests of Workers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 8. — Organized 
labor has pledged its full). and unquali- 
fied support to the Government for the 
duratiow of the war, and its leaders 
have promised to use their full influ- 
ence to prevent any attempt to take ad- 
vantage of the existing emergency to 
press the claims of labor for a change 
in existing industrial conditions. This 
announcement was made today in’a 
statement issued by. the Council of Na- 
tional Defense and. signed by Samuel 
Gompers, -President of the American 
Federation of Labor and member of the 
Advisory Commission ofthe council, and 
his fellow-members of the Sub-commilt- 
tee on Labor. 

A report made to the council by Mr. 
Gompers’s committge urged both capita) 
and labor -to unite in, common support 
of the nation, waiving. for the duration 
of the war any plans for changes. in 
existing labor standards. The report 
‘of ‘the committee, numbering on its list 
prominerft executives as Well as labor 
leaders, is regarded here as marking an. 
important step in the. efforts of the 
Government to 
operation. . 
in the struggle. 

The full text of the recommendations 
of Mr. Gompers and his peeainittey fol- 
lows: 

* The defense. .and- safety of the na- 
tion must be the first. consideration of 
all patriotic citizens, To avoid confu- 
Sion and to facilitate the preparation for 
national defense and give a stable basis 
upon which the representatives of the 
Government may operate during ‘ the 
war we recommend: 

“(1.) That the Counell of National De- 
‘fence should igsue a statement to 
employers and employes in our in- 
dustrial plants and - transportation 
‘systems advising that neither em- 
ployers nor employes shall endeavor 
to take advantage of the country’s 
necessities to change existing stand- 


ards. When economic or other emergen-: 


cies arise requiring changes of stand- 
arcs, the same should be- made only 
after such proposed changes have been 
investigated and uppfoved by the 
Council of National Defense. 

“(2.) That the Ceunell of National De- 
fense urge upon the legislatures of the 
States; as well’ as all administrative 
agencies charged with the enforcement 
of labor and health laws, the great duty 
of rigorously maintaining the existing 
safeguards as to the health and welfare 
of workers, and that ao departire from 
such present standards in State laws 
or State rulings affecting labor should 
be taken/ without declaration of the 
Council of National Defense that such 
‘departure {s essential for the effective 
pursuit of the national defense, 

*“ (3.) That the -Council of National 
Defense urge upon the legislatures of 
the several States that before final ad- 
journment they delegate to the Gov- 
ernors of their respective States the 
power to suspend or modify restrictions 
contained in their labor laws when such 
suspension or modification shall be re- 
guemted by the Council of National De- 

ense and such a suspension or modifi- 
cation, when made, snall continue for a 
specified period and not longer than the 
duration Or the war

Combination Against Ger- 
many MayFollowBrazil’s 
Entry Into the War. 


STIRRED BY CUBA’S ACTION 


Guatemala, Bordering on Mex- 
ico, Has Best Army of 
Central Republics. 


CHILE EXPECTS TO COME IN 


Reports, of German Reservists 
Crossing the Mexican Border 
Found to be Exaggerated. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—Early en- 
trance of seyeral of the South and Cen- 
tral American nations into the war 
against Germany is .regarded here as 
practically certain. Brazil, aroused by 
the sinking of her steamship Parana, 
is expected to become a belligerent this 
week, and’ it is.assumed that her lead 
will’ be ‘followed. promptly by other 
countries. 

Reports of divided opinion in Argen- 
tina have given officials here little en- 
couragément to look for aggressive ac- 
tion by that country. 

Active support of the United States by 
at least.two of the five Central Amer- 
and possibly by four, 
would. not..be surprising. Official and 
unofficial reports. that Estrada Cab- 
rera, President of Guatemala, is con- 
templating. seriously a break with Ger- 
many have been received: So long as 


Mexico’s. course -is undefined unusual}. 


interest is attached to the positiq-. the 
Central. American Governments will 
take, especially that of Guatemala, con- 
trolling thé southern ‘frontier of Mexico. 

In, the event.of the developinent of an 
unfriendly situation in Mexico, it is 
realized that.Guatemala’s réle would be 
far from.-unimportant. President Cab- 
rera has built up what is regarded gen- 
erally jas the most efficient army in 
Central America, and with it he would 
be in’a position to lend valuable assist- 
ance to the United States. Antipathy 
between the Guatemalans and Mexicans 
there has existed for years. 


Others May Join In. 

It is known-that earnest efforts have 
been made by counselors of Cabrera to 
induce him to enter promptly into the 
war. If he does place his country in 
the list, it is expected that Nicardgua 
will quickly follow, and that the long- 
standing difficulties between those .two 
countries and Salvador and Honduras 
may be swept away in a desire to pre- 
sent a united Central America.

As a result of its request that em- 
ployes of the Government in all parts 
of the country watch carefully for: the 
activities of German. agents, many re- 
ports have been received at the De-} 
partment of Justice, and these are be- 
ing investigated as rapidly and as thor- 
oughly as possible. 

Although some reports have indicated 
that German spies are employed in the 
Government service, so. far there have 
been no arrests in this connection.

BANKER KILLED 
BY PICKET'S SHOT 


John Dering of Callicoon, N. Y., 
Hit by Soldier’s Bullet While . 
Sitting in His Home. 


AIMED. AT THREE PROWLERS 


Private. Kelly, Recruit of the 
‘71st, So Explains Tragedy— 
Off His Post, Others Say.

Dering, a “banker isa budiness man of 
‘tile city, ‘was aecidentally shot andi 
killed by a sentry of Company B. 
Seventy-first Regiment, here last night. 
Private John~ Kelly, who was on guard 
duty rear the home of Dering, is under 
arrest at the headquarters of the com- 
“pany pending investigation of the shoot- 
ing by the military authorities and 
District Attorney Henry F. Gardner. 

Mr. Dering was seated in his library 
at 6:30 o’clock on Saturday night, at his 
home on High View Terrace, when the 
bullet entered between sill and door, 
passed through the top of a table, and 
struck Dering in the side and passed out 
through hig back. The bullet struck 
against. a wood casing on the side of 
the room and dropped to the floor. Mr. 
Dering died six hours afterward. 

- Private Kelly, who is a recent recruit, 

admitted he had fired, but insisted he 
had aimed at a prowler who had run 
when ordered to stop. ‘The District At- 
torney does not question the apparent 
fact that the shooting was accidental, 
but he does doubt Kelly’s version of it. 
that he had fired from a point where he 
Was stationed as a guard. Six persons, 
two women and four men, told the Dis- 
trict Attorney that. Kelly could not have 
{ired the shot from the place where he 
says hé was standing. 
* The Dering home is situated on a ter- 
race thirty-five feet above the roadway, 
and ‘had the soldier fired, as he says he 
did, from the guardpoint, the District 
Attorney's. informants said, the bullet 
would have entered the second floor of 
the house imstead of the first floor, 
where Mr. ring was sitting. These 
persons contended to the District Attor- 
ney that Kelly was off his post; and that 
“his rifle must have been discharged ac- 
cidentally, point-blank at the side door 
of the house, indicating that he must 
haye been on the oposite side of the 
house to that which he said faced him 
from where he stooa. °

Naval officials tonight were interested 
in comparing the position given as that 
of the ‘‘ mysterious vessel or object ’’ 
with reports made, first on Friday and 
again tonight, of the presence of a 
derelict schooner in the same waters. 
The steam trawler Wave had reported 
that on Tuesday she passed a derelict 
schooner in latitude 42.50 north, longi- 
tude 67.30 west. Tonight the Navy De- 
partment announced the receipt of an- 
other report-of a vessel having passed a 
dangerous wreck of a schooner, very low 
in' the water, in latitude 40.28 north, 
Icngitude 71.16 west. .

Only a peace, founded on complete vic- 
tory, he declares, can save the mon- 
archial system of Germany, destruc- 
tion of which is the obvious aim of the 
Entente and President Wilson. 

The Vorwirts is happy in the belief 
that reform of the frussian franchise 
will be undertaken durt the war. It 
calls attention to Austria-Hungary with 
a scathing arraignment of conditions 
in gne country, ruled without parliamen- 
tary institutions during the war. ‘The 
Vorwirts also criticjses sharply the Ger- 
man Nationalist Parts, oaying it is at- 
tempting without Partiamentary assent 
to assure maintenance of dominion over 
non-German races.

The Londén Times.)}—I learn from sey- 
eral persons who arrived here from Ger- 
many today that much discontent exists 
among the soldiers at the front. One 
reason for this discontent is the dis- 
tinction made between officers and men 
as re food, the officers being pro- 
vided with every luxury. 

While my informants agreed that there 
was no likelihood of a revolution during 
the war, they d that Social Demo- 
cratic doctrines had gained enormous 
acceptance among the men at the front, 
and predicted that a tidal- wave of so- 
cialism would sweep over Germany as 
soon as hostilities were concluded. They 
added that:one of the most remarkable 
features in Germany today was that the 
country seemed denuded of men.

TO SERVE ARMY AND NAVY 


Military Wages to be Made Up 
by Bell System. 


The American Telephone and Tele- 
xraph Company has given to the United 
States what is perhaps the finest auxil- 
iary signal corps possessed by any army. 
By arrangement with the War and Nava 
Departments the telephone officials will 
furnish picked engineers to the army and 

aying them the difference be- 

© army pay and their salaries 

with the telephone company. About five 
have been selected 
already for this work, and some of them 
have en sworn into the Government 
The work has been going on 


If the United States sends an army to 
the front, these men, the best engineers 
of the best telephone system in the 
orld, will supply communication facili- 
ties. The corps will be made up of gen- 

ral engineers, plant engineers, and traf- 
vie engineers, to plan, set up and operate 
telephone, telegraph, and wireless plants. 
Also men will supplied to assist in the 
wireless work of the navy if the regu- 
lar force proves to be too small. The 
Bell system Has a great many engineers 
--there are 3,000 in the Eastern division. 
It is estimated that 500 will be enough 
for the present needs of the military 
=arvice. 

Frank H. Bethell, Vice President of 
.ne New York Telephone Company, an 
auxiliary of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, asserted last night 
that the Bell corps would be ready to 
supply any sort of communication fa- 
tildes the army would need. 

‘The plan has been worked out in 
co-operation with the Signal Corps of- 
ficers,”” he said. ‘‘ We have raised a 
corps by asking for volunteers, and they 
have been studying the work the army 
and navy will require. I do not know 
the exact number that have been sworn 
into the Federal service. These men 
will be able to put up telephone, tele- 
<raph, and wireless systems, and main- 
tain and operate them. I am confident 
they will prove an efficient force. The 
company will see that they do not suf- 
fer financially.’ 

The American company perfected last 
vear the wireless telephone system that 
made it possible to talk from Paris to 
Washington and from Washington to 
Honolulu. While Mr. Bethell did not 
go into details of the. plans that are 
being made for the army Service, it is 
more than likely that the army of the 
United States may be able to use wire- 
less telephones in field operations. None 
of the European armies has this system.

SPEEDS AWAY ‘IN A TAXI 


Police, Warned of Jail Delivery, Get 
to the Prison After Convict 
Has Vanished. 


With the assistance of four confeder- 


+ ates, Harry Casey of 428 West Fortieth 


Street, made his escape from the Jeffer- 
son Market: Court prison early this 
morning. He was pulled. through the 
manhole of the ‘prison coal cellar in 
Tenth Street and taken away in a 
taxicab. Casey was serving a year and 
| a half for violating the Sullivan law. 

’ A few. moments after the escape, an 
automobile containing Sergeants Con- 
nors and Hughes and four patrolmen 
was sent to the court prison, but the 
police could find no trail of the fugitive 
and his accomplices. An alarm was sent 
to all police precincts of the city. Casey 
was a“'trusty.”’ He had the job of as- 
sistant night engineer, and about 12:30 
o'clock went from the cellar up to the 
keeper’s office. 4

he said.to Keeper Curran.

looked across the street and saw the 
taree men, one with a light, appar- 
ently examining the outer prison wall. 
Baisley left the fourth man, and go- 
ing to the rear of the bakery store tele- 
phoned. to Liewtenant Tinker of the

played in this country—and a writer on 
music who has been intrusted by the 
French Government’ with several mis- 
sions of a musical sort to other coun- 
tries, including one to the San Fran- 
cisco Exposition. There was thus‘ noth~ 
ing lacking to make the occasion one 
of importance, including the presence 
in the audience of many reople of prom- 
inence—excepting the quality of the 
composition that was performed. 

It was announced on the program that 
‘Mors et Vita ’’ was given for the first 
time iti New York. This, to say the 
least, Was @ slight exaggeration. It was

** Mors et Vita " is a pendant ta ‘‘ The 
Redemption,” both intended for the Bir- 
mingham Festival in England, and is 
written in the same style. “ Mors et 
Vita.’ is called by the composer a “ 8a- 
cred trilogy."’ Its text includes the text 
of the Requiem Mass, a section ager 
‘The Resurrection of the Dead,” 
“The Vision re St. 
John,’’ from the Book of Revelations. 
The music to which this is set is de- 
plorably dull and uninspired. Gounod 
aimed at an expression in it of religious 
mysticism, ‘but he succeeded in writing 
only music in part of dreary baldness, 
sham impressiveness, solemnly, and oft- 
en noisly, saying very littlé, alternat- 
ing with passages of cloying sweetness 
and sentimentality nearly akin to lyric 
Passages in ‘‘ Faust’’ and ‘‘ Roméo et 
Juliette,’’ but with not all their fresh- 
ness and spontaneity.

War Office Draws on War Food 
Office for Supplice—Rest Goes 
te the Public.

NINTH ARTICLE. 


Germany’s control of food supply, 
production, collection, and distribution 
is exercised through a complicated and 
shifting organization which, from the 
outside, looks to be a loose-jointed 
gangling thing that seems to overlap 
and get in its own way. There is con- 
stant criticism of it in the German 
newspapers, and public men of prom- 
inence and importance deliver diatribes 
against it as happens to suit their 
temper. The average German professes 
to be unable to understand the ma- 
chinery of the food organization. One 
of the most bigotedly loyal Germans I 
met, who is at the same time a bitter 
hater of Americans, voluntarily con- 
fessed, when I. asked him about the 
food organization, that he could not 
hope to. understand it even if he were 
to study it and mare else fer nine 
months. 

This difficulty eppeate to arise nat- 
urally from the fact that the organiza- 
tion, instead of being a single system, 
working like one great machine in 
which ali parts harmonize and all 
movements synchronize, is rather a 
series of different systems, each oper- 
ating in practical. independence of all 
the others, each having its individual 
motive power, and each: going its own} 
way at its own time, so that harmony 
and synchronism are incidental and ac- 
cidental instead of designed and com- 
pelled. 

The first and simplest conception of a 
national aystem of food control is that 
it should be based upon what used to 
occur in a beieaguered city in the old 
days, that is, ere shoul @ con- 
centration of all food supplies of every 
kind into one commofh store, ‘from 
which equal distribution to all citizens 
should be made, Until one’ stops to 
consider what that would mean for a 
nation like Germany something of that 
idee is probably what is in the back 
of the average mind as to what Ger- 
many has undertaken. But even slight 
consideration of the difficulties at- 
tendant upon the effort to establish 
such a food organization in Germany 
must disclose ita ponstr hy So many 
men, so much ener and time, must be 
devoted to the collection of the food 
and qgain to its redistribution that very 
few, if any, would be left for the army 
and for the vast supply work that must 


be done for the army behind the fight- 
ing lines. 


Disagree Over Organisation. © 


The next conception of a national food 
control system is that it should. be 
single, with ramifications extending into 
all parts of the territory to be covered, 
and all operating from a central au- 
thority. That is not the scheme adopted 
in Germany, but it has a great many 
devoted adherents, and the constant 
flow of criticism of the existing ma- 
chinery comes chiefly from those who 
believe that the organization is funda- 


mentally wrong and that ite faults and 
failures result Bee Oe m its mis- 
taken e defense put 
forw: be a advocates and. su 
porters of the ae system in reply 
to this criticism is that the adoption of 
the plan favored by.the critics must 
build up a machine that would break 
by its own weight. And so it goes. 
Meantime the existing organization 
keeps plunging along, issuing new or- 
ders and regulations in a never-ending 
stream and piling up a mass of com- 
plications through or over which no one 
can ever hope to see, but managing 
somehow to get some food to all the 
German people, and to most of them 
sufficient to ‘‘ keep soul and body to- 
gether.’”’ One considerable section of 
the people is distinctly underfed, due 
rather to the deliberate policy of the 
Government than to failure of the food 
organization ta do its work. The total 
supply of food is too small to feed the 


which it has been accustomed. The 
Government chooses to give the arm 
so much food that there is not enoug 
‘left to go'all the way around. rther- 
more, the Government elects to use 
what fats and sugar Germany can pro- 
duce for other gen ses than for feedin 
the people, wi @ result that a good 
many persons are being undernourished, 
are showing the effects of lack of fats 
and sweets in. their rations, and are 
enduring the early stages of slow 
starvation.

LATIN-AMERICAN ALLIES. 

There are clear indications that the 
entrance of the United States in the 
world war will soon be followed by 
the accession of new allies besides the 
republics of Cuba and Panama, which 
have already declared war on. Ger- 
many. This morning’s news dispatches 


Bulldl ; 
ne strongly encourage the hope that near- 


ly all of the South American repub- 
lics will lend their strength and in- 
fluence to the support of this coun- 
try. Brazil, indeed, is expected to 
declare war within a few days. Re- 
sentment there of the sinking of the 
Parana is general and is forcibly ex- 
pressed. Brazil is an important coun- 
try, with a population of 24,000,000 
and a considerable navy. While 
Washington still thinks that German 
influence is too strong in Argentina 
to permit similar action there, that 
view is not borne out’ by the attitude 
of La Prensa, the most influential 
newspaper in Buenos Afres, and is 
contrary to the impressions of Vice 
President ALLEN of the National City 
Eank, who has just returned from a 
long. stay in Buenos Aires, where he 
was in daily contact with representa- 
tive citizens. He reports a strong 
pro-Ally feeling. 

In’ Peru anti-German sentiment is 
strong, and while the attitude of Chile 
is as yet undetermined, close observers 
in Santiago feel sure that she will soon 
enter the war against Germany. 
Guatemala is the one Central Ameri- 
can country in which a disposition has 
thus far been manifested to support 
the action of the UnitedStates. Pres- 
id~nt EstrabDa is a statesman,of excep- 
tional ability, and he has organized 
and trained an army to be reckoned 
with in that part of the world. His 
support of this country would be valu- 
able in case of trouble with Mexico. 
The entrance of these Latin-American 
countries in the war would put a check 


‘upon any possible German efforts to 


make use of Caribbean and South At- 
lantic harbors for the coaling and pro- 
visioning of undersea boats, and would 
effectively end the operations-in those 
waters of occasional German raiders. 
The moral influence, however, of the 
co-operation of our southern neighbors 
would be of incalculable value. 


THE KAISER’S REFORMS. 

The maintenance of the fighting 
force as a real people’s army and the 
‘promotion of the social uplift of the 
people in all its classes was, from the 
beginning of my Yeign, my aim. 

In this endeavor, while holding a 
just balance between the people and 
the monarchy to serve the welfare of 
the whole, I am resolved to begin 
building. up our internal — political, 
economic, and social life as soon as 
the war situation permits. 

While millions of our fellow-coun- 
trymen are in the field$ the conflict 
of opinions behind the front, which is 
unavoidable in such a far-reaching 
change of constitution, must be post- 
poned in the highest interests of the 
Fatherland until the time of the 
homecoming of our warriors and 
when they themselves are able to join 
in the counsel and the voting on the 
progress of the new order.—The Ger- 
man Emperor to the Chancellor. 


The Hohenzollern has not mastéred 
even the rudiments of the branches 
taught in‘the stern modern school for 
Emperors. In that institution_no at- 
tention is given to the “ just balance 
“between. the people and the mon- 
“archy.” CHARLES X. had delusions 
en that subject. In his address to ths 
French people on June 14, 1830, he 
said that the preservation of the Char- 
ter and all the institutions founded 
upon it would always be the object of 
his endeavors. “ But to attain this 
end,” he added, “ I must freely exer- 
“cise my sacred rights, and they must 
- be respected.” Six weeks later; from 


bis retreat at St. Cloud, CHARLES could 


see the tricolor flying from Notre 
Dame; on Aug. 16 he embarked for 
England on an American ship, and 
“ legitimate ” monarchy waa forever 
at an end in France. 

Germans are not Frenchmen, and 
we suppose the Kaiser is perfectly 
safe in assuming that he can talk to 
his subjects about the.just balance be- 
tween them and the monarchy; that 
he can put them off by deferring s0- 
cial and political reforms “ until the 
“ time of the homecoming of our war- 
“riors,” when, of course, with that 
immense force at his back he would 
give short shrift to persons who had 
the hardihood to talk about reforms. 

Unaided the German people will not 
achieve their own deliverance from 
autocratic rule. It will never come to 
them by concession from the Hohen- 
zollern. They will be set free by éx- 
terior force. “The President is right. 
For their own safety the democracies 
of the world are going to make an end 
of one-man rule in ‘Germany, the 
Hohenzollern autocracy, with all its 
evil train of Prussian Junkerism and 
militarism, of‘ world empire planned 
in cabinets and to be built upon. the 
bones of the free men of other na- 
tions. Then the German people will be 
able to choose a Chief of State who 
will not go about always in war 


‘clothes and be eternally talking about} 


rattling sabres and his divine mission. 

But the Kaiser’s order to Mr. Bretu- 
MANN HoLLwee to prepare plans for 
electoral reforms in Prussia is ‘evi- 
dence that even the Germans have 
found unaccustomed ‘pubjects of 
thought. The Chancellor’s speech 
about reforms before the Russian peo- 
ple deposed the Czar, and Zimmerr-

cealed from thé world? The wish to 
fool the Americans may be at the bot- 
tom of these official and imperial out- 

vings, but it is dangerous seed to 
sow even in the stony soil of Germany, 
and the harvest may surprise even his 
Imperial Majesty. The great success 
of the Russians in that branch of hus- 
bandry and the precepts of President 
WILso0n will not be entirely overlooked 
by the German people. 

Still, with their unquestioning loy- 
alty to every teaching df authority 
they. may wish to give the world a 
convincing example of economic deter- 
minism, that groveling materialistic 
doctrine with which their universities 
have infected so many of our profes- 
sors; according to which the great 
events of history, popular uprisings 
against tyranny in particular, have 
had their origin, not in any lofty 
aspirations, not in the love of liberty, 
but in the stomach and the pocket, in 
hunger and hatred of the taxgatherer. 
It may be, therefore, that the Kaiser’s 
subjects will meekly bear with him 
until the length of meatless days and 
fatlegs months drives them into revo- 
lution. But they have so little apti- 
tude for revolt that their chief hope 
lies in the allied legions of civilization.

THE TRAINING PROBLEM. 

Obedience is not instinctive, af any 
father of a family can testify. There 
are, to be sure, American families in 
which the habit of obedience has 
been enforced for several generations 
and discipline has been one of the 
gifts of inheritance. But the number 


of such families has been rapidl: de- | 


creasing under modern social influ- 
ences. The soldier must be taught 
obedience. That is the chief, though 
not the only, object of military train- 
ing. The hardest problem this nation 
confronts on the threshold of war 
is not the recruiting of soldters, but 
their training. | It is useless to wail 
over neglected Plans. We must face 
the situation that exists. 

Within a‘ year there must be near- 
ly 40,000 officers in our army. We 
have now only a small fraction ‘of 
that number, and even in the regular 
army there is scarcity of officers 
competent to take hold of a body of 
men and instill in them the principles 
of obedience and discipline and the 
rudiments of modern military sci- 
ence. But the regular army man, no 
matter how limited his practice may 
have been in that kind'of work, ig in 
the way to master ft quickly. With 
the reserve officers the task will be 
harder, but they will all have had 
some sort of training before they be- 
gin to train others. There will be no 
question of getting the number of men 
required. Every intelligent citizen 
knows that pniversal obligation to 
military service has always been the 
rule in this country, as it must be in 
But. the training will 
require. the utmost devotion to duty 
on the part of officers and men. 

Now is the time when the value of. 
a system of compulsory military 
training for all able-bodied young 
Americans must be clear to the most 
obdurate advocate of peace. The mil- 
itary training of citizens does not 
mean militarism. It means the per- 
petual protection of citizenship. But 
we must now get along with raw 
troops trained as quickly as possible. 
The work can be done. There is no 
problem in the situation that cannot 
be solved, but in the future we must 
have a permanent army Of trained 
citizens that will ke ready for any 
emergency.

GERMANY’S BROKEN PROMISES. 

The sinking of two more Belgian 
relief ships, at least one of them by 
a submarine’s torpedo. without warn- 
ing, while it was in a “ safe route,” 
emphasizes our Government’s official 
assertion that the Imperial Govern- 
ment does not keep its word, but has 
repeatedly broken promises or agree- 
ments that were written, Signed, and 
certified. One of these ships was the 
Trevier, torpedoed on the 4th near the 
coast of Holland. Again, as in the 
case of the Haelen, two weeks ago, 
the submarine shelled. those who 
sought safety in a lifeboat. But while 
seven of the Haelen’s men were killed, 
the Trevier’s sailors are ng, al- 
though eight of them have unds. 
The other ship was the Felstein. | Both 
had cargoes of wheat for the suffer- 
ing Belgians and carried written guar- 
antees of immunity given by the Im- 
perial German Government. \ 

When Minister Wurrtock and the 
American members of the Relief Com- 
mission were withdrawn from Belgium 
two weeks ago, our Government said 
in an explanatory statement that sev- 
eral of the Commission’s ships had 
been sunk without warning and “ in 


+“ flagrant violation of the solemn en- 


“ gagements of the German Govern- 
“ment,” which had ignored protests 
from Washington. In his memorable 
address to Congress, on the 2d, Presi- 
dent. Wilson spoke as follows about 
this foul piracy and Radeseoes of 
written pledges: 

Even hospital ships and ships carry- 
ing relief to the sorely bereaved and: 
strigken people of . Belgium, ‘thousi 
the latter were provided with safe 
conduct through the proscribed areas 
by. the German Government itself, and 
were distingt:ished by unmistakable 
marks of identity, have been sunk 
with reckless lack of compassion or 
of principls, 

There is proof in. the undisputed 
record .that the’ Imperial Government 
of Germany cannot bé trusted to keep 
its word. On March 15, a few days 
after the sinking of two relief ships, 
that Government assured the Relief 

Commission that it had communicated 


with the commanders of all the sub- 
marines and instructed them not toe 
molest such vessels. After that date 
each of the relief ships carried a writ- 
ten, signed, and certified: guarantee of 
safety received from the German Gov- 
ernment, with photographs of that 
Government’s sailing directions, and 
was plainly marked by broad side 
cloths, pennants amd deck banners. 
But four of them have been attacked, 
and two sunk, with loss of life.

, FOOD CROPS AND FARM LABOR. 

The Government’s report on Winter 
wheat shows the great importance of 
the largest possible acreage in the 
Spring wheat States.. Winter wheat 
is usually about two-thirds of the 
entire crop. Last year there were 
481,000,000. bushels, and partial fail- 
ure where seed is sown in the Spring 
Ygave a total of only 640,000,000, 
which is far below the average in 
recent years. This official report now 
indicates _only 430,000,000 in the 
Winter States, where unfavorable 
weather has caused much loss, and 
the condition percentage is only 68.4, 
the worst in forty years and 8 points 
below the figures that were expected. 
The market responded promptly, the 
price of wheat at Chicago eng, to 
$2.14 a bushel. 

Fortunately, there is encouraging 
news from the Northwest. Officers 
ef the Great Northern Railroad Com- 
pany say there-will be a considerable 
increase of acreage in four States 
where about three-quarters of the 
‘Spring wheat is grown, and ‘that a 
yield there of 315,000,000 bushels, 
against last year’s 120,000,000, may 
reasonably be expected. But the ad- 
dition to acreage should be more than 
the 10 per cent. seen by these officers 
in. Minnesota and the Dakotas, or 
even the 25 per cent. in Montana. All 
the available land should be used, 
and now is the time to Secure the 
needed area, for farmers are begin- 
ning to put in the seéd. 

The immediate and imperative de- 
mand is for men to de farm work. 
There are plenty of men for that work 
ini addition to those needed‘in munition 
factories and the army and navy. The 
demand should be the leading topic -for 
discussion at all the food confer- 
ences which are to be held in the 
next few days.- It "should have the 
earnest attention of Government of-. 
ficers, railroad companies, bankers, 
and all who want to increase. the 


{supply of food. Farmers are willing, 


the land waits, and prices invite, but 
there are not enough farm workers.

MacDowell Club Exhibition. 


This week’s exhibition atthe MacDow- 
ell Club is varied and has rather more 
interest for the public than most of the 
exhibitions .recently held in these. pa- 
tient, pleasant galleries. One of the fea- 
tures is a collection of sculpture by 
Alexandre Zeitlin, conspicuously lacking 
in distinction, but quickened by the sym- 
pathetic reading of character that apt 
to save Russian work from utt ull- 
ness. When he was a youth Zeitlin 
worked in Petrograd in a terra cotta 
factory run by Jensen, a Dane, and a 
pupil of Thorwaldsen. The Thorwald- 
sén mannerism there. acquired has not 
been completely shaken off, but more 
than four years of study in Vienna and 
a few years in Paris modified it. One 
of the best of the examples shown of his 
work is a half-length of’ an old lady.

FOR A WAR-CABINET 


Made Up of the Strongest Men, Re- 
gardiess of Party. 


New York, April 7, 1817. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Republic is at war, and if a na~- 
tion is to conduct war éfficiehtly it 
needs to bring promptly into service all 
of its resources in men as well as in ma- 
terial. No nation can wage war suc- 
cessfully under the direction of one only 
of its political parties. The President 
has made clear in his eloquent state- 
ment the grounds on which this war has 
been undertaken and that the cause is 
one to‘the support of which the whole 
strength of the nation must be devoted. 

In 1861 President Lincoln had before 
him a problem in some ways. similar. 
The task was~that of saving the Re- 
public, and he realized that this could 
not be accomplished under the direc- 
tion of the Republican party only: He 
called at once into his Cabinet men who 
had opposed his election. It was suf- 
ficient for Lincoln that they were loyal 


. to.the country and that they could serve 


its cause. He gave Cabinet -esponsi- 
bilities to Blair to represent the border 
States. Blair opposed interference with 
Slavery, but was loyal to the Republic. 
He utilized; in like manner, the invalu- 
able support of Stanton, a war Demo- 
crat. 

Lincoln realized that the war for the 
Union could be made successful only 
with the support of the loyal men from 
the border States and of the war Demo- 
crats from the North. 


France and England have recognized | Y 


that a fight. for the nation can be prose- 
cuted effectively only with a Govern- 
ment that represented not a party, but 
the whole strength of the nation. 

We are now looking to the President 
to rgorganize the Cabinet so as to have 
it represent not the Democratic party, 
not in undue measure any one section 
of the country, but the whole loyal and 
patriotic strength of the nation. 

We look to the President in like man- 
ner to see to it that service is secured 
from the strongest men for the complex 
and serious task of constituting an 
army, first for the immediate urgency 
sand later for the continuing needs of the 
nation, and in like manner we must, of 
course, be assured of getting service 
from the men who have shown the most 
comprehensive and trustworthy hnowl- 
| edge of the needs of the navy. 

The nation should give expression to 
its hopeful confidence that the Presi- 
dent, who has made so forcible and elo- 
quent a statement of the righteous pur- 
pose of the natien in entering this war, 
will now utilize for the prosecution of 
the war, in.the Cabinet and in the di- 
rection of the work of the army and 
navy, the best Americans who are 
available for the service. .

Will Distribute Gifts and Comforts 
‘to the Troops and Hospitals. 
~The American Red Cross announced 
last night the organization of a great 
national supply system in all the prin- 
cipal cities of. the United States which 
will have charge of forwarding and dis- 
tributing all gifts and comforts for 
American troops and American military 
hospitals. Otto T. Bannard, President of 
the New York Trust Company, is head 
of the new bureau and will devote prac- 
tically his entire time to its’ manage- 
ment.

MESSAGE TO THE PRESIDENT 


“Justice to Small Nationalities,!’ 
They Declare, Applies with Great

Three Justices of the New York State 
Supreme Court played leading réles in a 
great Irish-American demonstration in 
Carnegie Hall last night, commemorat- 
ing the first anniversary of the Dublin 
revolution, .acclaiming the -probability 
of further Irish uprisings,and demanding 
that America make the cause of Irish 
freedom one of its objects in the war 
with Germany. The meeting. opened 
with the playing of ‘‘ The Star-Spangled 
Banner ’’ by Victor Herbert's orchestra, 
the hall, crowded to capacity, was dec~ 
orated with as many American flags as 
of those of Ireland, and the speakers 
were unanimous in their proclamations 
of ‘‘America first.”” But the audience 
responded only with handclap to de- 
mands and apace of can Pa- 
triotism, wh: waved, and 
wept at prenouncements Irish nation.

Went to War on Anniversary 
of Christ's Great Sacrifice. 


THE FLAG DRAPES PULPITS 


Felix Adler Warns Us Against “Cru- 
sading to Impose Liberty” on 
the German People. 


Clergymen of every denomination 
found in the entrance of the United 
States into the world war a topic for 
Easter sermons yeaterday, and drew a 
lofty parallel between. the redemption 
of the. world through Christ's ordeal 
and America’s decision to join the ac- 
tive fight for world democracy. Rey. 
Dr... William T. Manning, rector of 
Trinity Church, noted the. coincidence 
that the final step in the war was 
taken by this couhtry on Good Friday, 
the anniversary of Christ’s great sacri- 
fice for the salvation of the world. 

While other denominations were ‘cele- 


brating Easter and their clergymen} th 


were preaching an Easter message 
different from any ever before delivered 
in their churches, Jews were celebrat- 
ing the Passover, and their rabbis were 
delivering similar patriotic messages. 

Churches of every denomination were 
crowded with record throngs -at both 
morning and evening -services,, and to 
the usual Easter floral decorations were 
added many American flags. 

Dr. Manning told of the Resurrection 
of Christ ‘as establishing ae and love 
in the world.
